in the field at the tiiae of his discovery and we looked around and 
and could see none then. 

The markings v/ere situated at a spot towards, the corner of the 
field, about raidway betv^een Ghastleton and Evenlode, far av/ay from 
any roads or houses. Cattle and sheep have free access to this 
field and ?/ere there the night the markings were raade. Mr. Edwards 
said he had observed no reaction on their part...The cattle were 
not even curious. 

I took a snail piece of the burnt grass from the outer circle 
and took it to a laboratory in Cheltenhan who advised me to submit 
it to the Public ihialyst for. test... There was some delay in getting 
it to him as ho is situated in Gloucester and I was unable to get 
it across. The Public Analyst examined the sample under the micros¬ 
cope and said that the grass appeared to have been burnt but he 
didn't really feel that much nore could be learnt. .He felt that 
the thunderstorms and rain, and the delay in getting the sample to 
him, probably had some effect and that it wouldn't be v/orth the 
£2-2-0 to examine it further. 

While in Evenlode I spoke to some of the villagers, asking 
there if they had seen or heard anything in -the direction of the 
raarkings on the days and nig.hts prior to June 4th, but no one had. 
One pan thought he’d heard a strange vdristling noise when he avfoke 
one night but was uncertain whether that was before or after the 
raarkings vrere discovered. There was some reference to"black nagic" 
circles but I couldn’t tie it down to anything definite, and I can¬ 
not believe that it has any connection Yrith the incident. A Mr. 
Coles took two colorar shots of the raarkings within a fe¥/ days of 
their discovery, but so far I have not seen them. 

Mr.John D.Ilevrsllyn, of 80, V7est Green Drive, Stratford-on- 
Avon, also examined the markings and took soil samples frora the 
inner and outer circles. A cheraist colleague analysed thera for him 
but the report v/as negative. 

The symmetry of the markings convinces me that they were not 
a natural forraation, and I feel they v/ere made by something alight¬ 
ing frora the slry. I saj'- this because there was no evidence of skid¬ 
ding , only downward pressure,................ 

Mr. Ilewellyn sent soil samples to lUPORO investigator, Mr. 
W.S. -Parrall who reports as follov/ss- 

"I have carefully exaiiined the sampler, in collaboration 
with a colleague who is an analytical chemist and who is ideal for 
the present job as lie has studied forensic science as a hobby for 
some years. 

We have both reached the same conclusion. Both saraples are 
corapletely norraal in every way. The top-soil fraction contains no 
traces of any foreign matter and no uiusual feature is present as 
regards the grass - except.,of course, for the rsual deliydration. 
There is no evidence of any overheating of any part of either sam¬ 
ple, in any charred fragments after such a time interval. 

The only feature worth noting was that the 22ft diaraeter sam¬ 
ple contained one horse-hair, but this is hardly remarkable on 
f (3. o 

My colleague intends to carry out a series of chromatograms 
on the specnens, to make sure we have_not overlooked anything in 
the ordinary routine tests. However, it is highly unlikely that 
these will reveal any significant results. 

I'm sorry to have to give you such a completely' negative 
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report, o . It' s a great pity v/e couldn’t have been on the spot earl¬ 
ier. 

The idea of gauging the v/eight of the object by standard 
yield deflection nethods would not necessarily have been valid. A 
reliable result would only have been obtained if the ’object* had 
been lowered very gently to the ground. If the object had hit the 
ground at any speed, the results of such tests could have given a 
greatly exaggerated figure for the weight. For exaaple, an ordinary 
bullet ?/ould leave no imprint if placed on the ground, but if fired 
into the ground its penetration would bo very considerable, you’ll

Reported Sighting at Westcliff-on-Sea.
